WHEREAS, on October 30, 2000 the President of the United States signed
into law the Disaster Mitigation Act of 2000, also known as DMA 2000; and

WHEREAS, the DMA 2000 esta.blished a requirement that in order to remain
Eligible for federal disaster assistance and grant funds, local and sta.te governments must
Develop and adopt hazard mitigation plans (HMP' s); and

WHEREAS, as a result of February 26, 2002, the Federal Emergency Management
Agency( FEMA) published an Interim Rule that sets forth guidance and regulations under
which such plans a e suppose ta be developed; and

WHEREAS, on Apri128, 2008 NJOEM received FEMA approval for an update
of the New Jersey Mitigation Plan; and

WHEREAS, Middlesex County has developed the Hazardous Mitigation Plan to
reduce the effects of natural hazards and increase awareness of natural hazards, especially
flood and wind w iich have the patential to affect people, physical assets and operations in
Middlesex County; and

WHEREAS, Middlesex County has prepared a Hazard and Mitigation Plan that sets
forth the Goal, Objective and Actions needed for funding, level of support and the timing of
such actions; and

WHEREAS, the Middlesex County Office of Emergency Management, MCOEM, with
the endorsement of the Middlesex County Hazard Mitigation Steering Committee{ HMSC), ivas

Responsible for the recommending plan approved to the Middlesex County Board of Chosen
Freeholders. Consistent with that recommendation the Middlesex County Board of Chosen
Freeholders adopted the Hazard Mitigation Plan on October 4, 2010.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, on this 1 day of February, 2016 that the
Township Council of the Township ofNorth Brunswick does hereby authorize the ado tion
of the NJ Multi-Jurisdictional Hazard Mitigation Plan.
